The 
Me.xicuti qucs'.lon maybe said to beau elTjrt to 
preset ve the Lat.cati'.ity of Mexico, though tlie 
parallel is less strikinj; here than in other 
cases. Poiand is Gtrujrg'.ing for a distinct na- 
liotiality, just as Russia is oppooitij; the se- 
cession, and enJcavoring to jireserve the in- 
lee-i:y of tjc empire. (Jarrihaldi !j. with 
ea<;er ryes to VeLice and Rome, with the hope 
of uniting in one kingdom the whole people 
of Itily, and Denmark is mustering her armica 
to prevent the stcession of bcblestvlg and 
HolBlein.

Sir : I liad the Proclamation of President 
Lincoln, of tbe 8th of December last, in circu- 
lition in handbills among our soldiers. The 
imaiec'iate ofj-'ot of this circulation appenre 
to be to iiiduee our soldiers to (iuit our ranks 
^nd to take the oitb of allogiance to the 
United Stale asawnsiBil. I pNBBMe, 
however, that thegrtht ol^aetaad end In rlew 
is to hasten the day of peace. 

I reeoectfully suggest for your cnr.filer- 
ation the propriety of communic:Uing any 
v - Wi that your Govemmint may have upon 
thi- sul jLct through me, rather than by baiKl- 
bills circulated among onr soldiers. The few 
men who auy desert aader the proaUae held 
out in the Prodamalloa can not be men of 
character or standlBg. If they desert their 
cause they degrade ttcmeelvi's in the cyi-s uf 
God and oi man.

New Sugar and Cotton Fii:Ln3.— New 
fields lor the growth of sugir aad cotton arc 
constantly opening. The Sonih Pacilic islands 
are juPt now engaging much of the atteuii in 
of capitalist?. A veesel h?9 recently Iclt San 
Francisco loaded with a sugar-mill and other 
machinery for a company who are about to 
engage in the cultivation of these staples in 
Tahiti. This company, which has its princi- 
pal olHce in Paris, has obtained a grant of 
about ten thousand acri:.-* of arable land on the 
aoutbeast side of the i.-bnd cf T.hiti from 
tha French government, and it is their in- 
tention to plant the whole of it with 
sugar and cotton. For labor it is intended to 
bring a force of from three hundred to six 
hundred natives from some of tbe semi-savage 
iataadi which lie in the direction of New Cal- 
edonia. Frior to tbe war with the French in 
1846 TshiU had begun to produce considerable 
sugar, as much as two hundred tuns having 
been exported in one year. The war, however, 
destroyed the plantations, which cDuld not be 
worked for lack of labor. From that lime to 
the present the island has had to import most 
of the sagar Kfaiiai far ita «wa eoaaump- 
tiou. 

The sugar eallave te the Sandwich Islands 
is growing to Importance. Correspondence 
from Honolulu informs us that the past yccr 
haa heaa very favorable for the crops, which 
wa kiger thaa erar before. Twenty-four 
aagar ™ni. are now In operation on thoee 
lalaada, nine of which are worked by ateam.

Wnat our Administration Thiaka 
French Doiacs ia Mexiea. 
Ia a letter firoai Mr. 8*ward te Mr. Dayton, 
dated September 20, 1863, he ezplaios the 

President's vif ws in regarii to the attitnde of 
Franc; respecting the civil war in the United 
States, saying, among other things : 

We wish to avoid eveiytblng calculated to 
irritate France or to wound the Just pride and 
proper sensibilities of that spirited nation, 
and tbu9 to free our claim to her forb?ara»:ce, 
in our present poiitica! pmf rgency, f^om any 
cloud of passion or prtjii Jio>'. Pursuinsr this 
course, the President h- i ■ s thu the [irejadg- 
mcnt of tbe Emperor against the stability ol 
the Onloa asay the aooaer give way to cod- 
vietiona which will modify his eonrse and 
bring him back ogaln to the traditional friend- 
"bip which ho found existing bttwecn this 
country and his own when, in obedience to 
her voice, he assumed the reins oi empire. 
These de»ires and purposes de not imply 
either a faar of French hootiUty or any arg- 
lect of a pradaat paetaia eC aafiaaal aHMa- 
liance. 

"Tbe subject nptn which T propose to re 
mark in ti>e second plncr', is the relation of 
Firnce !ow..r I Mexico The United SUtes bold, 
in regard to Mexico, the same prhsci|rie8 that 
they hold in regard to all other nations. They 
bave neither a right nor a dispniiition to in- 
tervene by force in the internal affairs of Mtx 
ico, whether to establish ami in . ntam a re- 
public or even a domestic Gi v rmiit lu there, 
or to overthrow an Imperial or i foi .cq one, 
if Mexico cbooses to establish or accept it. 
Tbe United Statea have neithOT the right aor 
disposition to intervene by force on either 
sioe in thf» lamentable war which Is going on 
between Fr.'.:. x and Mexico. On tbe contrary, 
they practice in regard to Mexico, in every 
phase of that war, the non-toterreetioa which 
they rtquiie all foreign powers to observe in 
rttrard to the United States. But, notwith- 
standtDg this self-restraint, this Government 
knows full well that tbe inherent normal 
c pinion ot Mexico favors a (iovemment there, 
republican in form and domestic in ita or- 
ganiztiiou, in preference to any moaarehical 
instiiaiions to be imposed tnm sbrnad, Thia 
Government knows, abo, that this normal 
opinion of the p'jcple of Mex'co resulted 
lariicly ircm liie irtlucnce of i opular opin- 
'ou in this country, and is continually invigo- 
rated by it. 

"Tbe President believes, moreover, that the 
popular opinion of the United Sutes is jnst 
in its3lf,and eminently eaeential to tbe pro- 
gress ot civilizition on the American conti- 
u>-.tit, which civilization, it believes, cm, and 
will, il left free from European repistance, 
work harmoniously toeetber with advancing 
refinements on the olfatr continents. This 
Government believes that foreign resistance 
or attempts to control American civilizition 
must and will fail before the ceaseless and 
ever-increasicg jictivUy ol material, moral and 
political force which peculiarly belong to the 
American cuaiincut. Nor do the United 
States deny that in their opinion their own 
safB^ aamhe cheetfiil destiny to whi^ they 
aspire are ultimately dependent on the con- 
tinuance of fre'? republican institniions 
tbr<>ugt-.nut America. They have subtnitted 
these opinioii3 to tlic Emperor of Franco on 
proper occasi'jna .is worthy of bis serious con- 
sideration in determining how he would con- 
duct and close wkai might prove a snccessfal 
warteMezioo. 

*'Nor is it necessarv to practice reserve upon 
the point. What if France should, upon due 
consideration, dctcrnrui'j to adopt a policy in 
Mexico adverse to the American opinions and 
sentiments which I have described; that policy 
would probably scatter seeds which would be 
fruitful of j-jalou^ies, which might ultimately 
rioen into collision between France and the 
United SU'.es and other American Republics. 
An il ustration of this danger has occurred 
already. Political rum r, which is always 
mischievous, one day a.«cribed to France a 
purpose to seize the Rio Grande and wrest 
Te.\as froto tbs United :3tate$; another day 
rumor advises us to lo:'k carefully to our 
safety on tbe Mississippi; anolber day we are 
warned of coalitions to be formed under 
Freadi patrooage betweea the l t tg aa cy eatai>- 
Hsbed in Mexico and the fassnnemit cabal at 
Richmond. The Prtsident apprehends none 
of tbe?e things. He docs cot allow himself to 
be (iiiturl ed by suspicionsso arjust to France 
and so unjustiii-ib e in themselves; but be 
know^ also that such suspicions will be en- 
tertained m >r<: or less txteneively by this 
country ai;d magnified in other countriea 
eiiually uniriendly to France and Americ.-; 
and he knows also that it is out of such sus- 
picions that tha fatal web of national animos- 
ity is m'"'8l Irtquently woven.
